After getting booked on 
charges of marijuana posses¬ 
sion, tennis star Jennifer 
Capriati enters a drug rehab 
program and makes a 
comeback in autumn where 
she plays well but loses her 
first-round match. 


Former Wimbledon champ 
Andre Agassi wins the 1994 
U.S. Open and beats cham¬ 
pion Pete Sampras at the 1995 
Australian Open. Called the 
most popular tennis player in 
the world, the tennis phenom 
has a new girlfriend, former 
model Brooke Shields. 


The National Hockey League 
plays only 48 of the 82 games 
in the season this year due to 
a lockout. Following 
baseball’s example, hockey 
owners put salary caps on 
their players, who strike but 
lose out to the owner’s rule. 


Track and field star Wilma 
Rudolph dies at the age of 54. 
The 20th of 22 children, she
